The cabinet today had the matter of 


General Miles' conduct and utterances 
under discussion, and while no formal 
action was taken ihero is reason to 
believe a court of inquiry will be or- 
dered. In the meantime it is not likely 
he will be relieved from the position of 
general, commanding the army. 


Feilll) of Troops in Philippines. 
Responding: to the resolution of in- 


quiry the secretary of war today sent 
to the spnate General Otis' report on 
the health of the conditions at Manila. 
The report was dated yesterday. "The 
deaths among th<> troops In the Philip- 
pines since the arrival to Feb. 1, seven 
months, are 220, of which 43 were due 
to wounds and accidents. Of the re- 
maining 179, 65 died of typhoid, 43 of 
smallpox, 23 of dysentery, £ of ma- 
larial fever. 
The remaining deaths 


were due to many and various diseases. 
Smallpox causes apprehension. The 
entire command has been vaccinated 
several times. Twelve physicians have 
been engaged for several weeks vac- 
cinating natives. 
The jnore sickly 


season is during the' hot months, 
March, April , and - May, 
when the 


fevers, smallpov and dysentery 
are ' 


more prevalent. Nine per cent, of the 
command is now reported sick. The 
great majority of the cases arc Blight 
ailments."

It means a loss of over $4,000,- 
000 to the province and a loss to Van- 
couver alone of $500,000. The largest 
individual canner on the Frazer river 
has sold two of his canneries in Can- 
ada and is looking for a. site in the 
United States. Twenty out of the 50 
canneries in Canada will remove "to 
the United States and the rest go out 
of business, if the Canadian govern- 
ment insists upon enforceing the regu- 
lation barring American fish and fish- 
ermen.

GOMEZ AND PORTER. 


Details of Interview Bciween the Gen> 


s oral aud the Envoy. 


Eemedios, Santa Clara, Feb. 3.—Rob- 


ert P. Porter, the special representative 
of President McKinley, has succeeded 
In securing the active co-operation of 
General Gomez in the work of recon- 
struction in the island, and the prob- 
lem of making Cuba free seems easier 
today than It ever has before. 


The news Is most gratifying, in view 


of the attitude previously assumed by 
General Gomez.' He has now promised 
to co-operate in distributing the $3,- 
000,000 to be paid to the Cuban soldiers 
before disbanding, and to help !n getting 
things started on a nronpr hasis. 


The Cuban commander was cordial In 


greeting Mr. Porter, and opened the in- 
terview by referring to the change for 
thebetter which had taken place in Cuba 
since he was last here, in September. 
He also laid stress on the fact that some 
people were asking where was Cuba's 
promised liberty. 


"The answer to this," said Mr. Porter, 


"is that Cuba now has commercial and 
industrial liberty, and that President 
McKinley has directed me, in framing 
the Cuban tariff, to make no discrimina- 
tions in favor of the U: ited States in the 
manner that Spain favored herself. 
Cuba is free today to buy in the cheap- 
est market. People are returning to the 
pursuits of peace and our military gov- 
trnment will give way to the civil govern- 
ment as fast as passible." 


Mr. Porter also said that the purpose 


of the American government is to lay a 
firm foundation of noble government for 
Cuba, to give the Cubans all the liber- 
ties they had fought for, and that Gen- 
eral- Gomez must remember that and 
more still. For instance, there were 
25,000 or 30,000 Spanish soldiers at Clen- 
fuegos who have not left Cuba; that we 
bad only been a month on the Island, 
and that President McKinley needed and 
was entitled to the co-operation of all 
Interested m the welfare and future of 
Cuba, and that he needed the co-opera- 
tion of General Gomez above all others. 


The flrst problem, Mr. Porter then 


pointed out, was the dlsbandment of the 
Cuban army and the return of the Cu- 


i ban soldiers to work. Tiln -vas the 


I specific mission which had brought Mr. 


Porter to Remedios, and in which Presi- 
dent McKinley expected General Gomez' 
aid. 


The Cuban commandter-in-chief re- 


pli ed that he was ready and willing to 
give the aid required, but asked how he 
could do so. 


To this, Mr. Porter replied that Presi- 


dent McKinley would be glad to have 
him go to Havana and co-operate with 
General Brooke in disbanding the Cu- 
bans and in paying over vhe $3,000,000 


j appropriated for that purpose. 


I 
General Gomez said the amount was 


| too small, but that was not his fault, and , 


I he would make it go as far as possible, 


while likening it to the miracle of the 
leaves and fishes. 


"No man in history," said Mr. Porter, 


"has done so much with so small re- 
sources. Hence your co-operation with 
General Brooke will bring good results." 


General Gomez specially requested that 


the money, for wbich Mr. Porter had 
erd«rs in his pocket, should be paid over 
to General Brooke and not to himself, as 
he did not want the personal responsi- 
bility of keeping it. 


The Cuban general then assured Cap- 


tain Campbell of his good feeling to Gen- 
eral Brooke and the formal compact was 
presented to Gomez by Mr. Porter and 
was assented to by General Gomez. 


Immediately 
after, the conference 


General Gomez wrote the following let- 
ter to President McKinley In Spanish: 


"It has been a great pleasure to me to 


confer. with your commissioner, Mr. 
Porter, Introduced by by friend Quesada, 
and I am now aware of and pleased with 
your wishes. 
In a short time I shall 


fo to Havana, and confe, 
,.i General 


Brooke, so that everything v\ ill go well. 
Following your advice, I willingly co- 
operate in the work of reconstructing 
Cuba.'.' 


General Gomez is preparing for the 


trip to Havana. 
The whole attitude 


of the old fighter is much more cordial 
than was anticipated by Mr. Porter. 
He told tbe latter he was proud to re- 
ceive the special commissioner of the 
president, and he is evidently much 
gratified with the prospect' of the early 
solution of the dlsbandment problem. 


The money will be sent on Commis- 


sioner Porter's order to General Brooke, 
and will be paid out, as called for, 'by 
distribution through sub-committees of 
Cuban and American 
officers in the 


various provinces. 
As agreed upon at 


yesterday's 
conference, 
the entire 


amount will be In Spanish silver. 


At the rate of 60 it will amount to 


(4,200,000, or nearly $100 for each man 
in the Cuban army, as estimated by the 
delegation from the Cuban military as- 
sembly which went to Washington in 
December, and has recently returned 
to Cuba. 
The late General Caltxto 


Garcia told Present McKinley that 
that sum would be satisfactory. 
* 


At the conference, Mr. Porter laid 


special stress on the fact that the IS,- 
000,000 was not to be regarded as wages 
due for services rendered, but as a re- 
lief fund from the United States to ex- 
pedite the diibandment of the army, and 
to further the aims of reconstruction. 
This article of tbe compact was the most 
delicat* point under consideration, as 
the question of the recognition of the 
Cubma army MM a military body, and, 
tacitly, of the Cuban revolutionary gov- 
ernment, was Involved. General Gomes 
acquiesced in this promise more readily 
than might have been expected, in view 
of his reputed hostility to the United 
•Utea.

There was a time 
when the glove was an emblem of con 
fid'r-nce. Forming a part of the regal 
habit, it became a badge of rank In th< 
middle ages the ceremony of investitun 
in conferring dignities or bestowing 
lauds was consummated by the Riving 
Bon . 
Ami 


ox a glove. LOJtewiae, tbe deprivation 
of gloves waa a ceremony of degrada- 
tion. 


Then, too. it waa the custom to give 


flovee in payment of rent, tbe gloves 
being accepted as a guarantee of a re- 
tainer's service, which was the chief 
condition of tenure. On tbe Scotch 
border the glove held a high place as a 
gage. Here a glove borne on the point 
of a lance proclaimed an act of perfidy 
Biting the glove waa a sign of hostile 
intent and the usual prelude to a 
quarrel 


Throughout the history of dress they 


are found symbolical of pledges, gages, 
gifts or favors. Gloves also form part 
of burial rites and were carried in fu- 
neral processions until the middle of the 
eighteenth century 
When a maiden 


died, it was the custom to place in the 
center of tbe garland which was borne 
on her coffin a pair of white gloves—a 
symbol of virginity and innocence — 
Frank H Vizetelly in Woman's Home 
Companion. 


Alexander'a Flrat Victory In Aala. 
The battle of the Ganicns. of which 


Professor Wheeler gives a vivid descrip- 
tion in The Century, was remarkable 
as showing the military genius of Alex- 
ander the Great at an early point in 
his career 
It resulted in the crushing 


defeat of the Persians, and bad been 
planned by Alexander in such a way as 
to leave the Greek mercenaries of Darius 
practically out of the fight When the 
Persians bad been driven from the field, 
these mercenaries were rapidly disposed 
of. such as were not slaughtered being 
captured and sent home to slavery 


The percentage of losses on the win- 


ners' side was as small as in a Spanish 
American sea fight Alexander buried 
the few fallen Macedonians with high 
honors and exempted their parents and 
children from the payment of taxes. 
The wounded received his personal at- 
tention. "He went from one to the 
other, looked at their wounda inquired 
particularly aa to how they had been 
received, and allowed them—what is 
dear to a soldier's heart, and especially 
to that of tbe Greek soldier—'to tell 
their tales and brag of their deeds.' 


"Incidents like this," says Professor 


Wheeler, "betray in a striking way the 
extent to which Alexander's leadership 
and his empire were a personal thing.'' 


Tbe chronicles of 1456 speak of 150 


vessels in its basins and of German mer- 
chants carrying away over 3,000 pieces 
of cloth to the distant lands of Russia 
and Poland. It was tbe exchange of Eu- 
rope, possessing in the fourteenth cen- 
tury 53 guilds and 150,000 inhabitants, 
more than three times as many as it 
now contains. Among its wares we read 
of leather from Spain, woo] from Bug- 
land, silk from Italy and Persia, linen 
and cloth from Brabant, hemp and flax 
from Holland, wine from Portugal, 
Greece and France and hardware from 
Germany, which included every variety 
of object in ivory, bone, wood, glass, 
tin, copper, lead, iroa, silver and gold. 
It bad its factories, its curriers, its dy- 
ers, and its taxation considerably ex- 
ceeded thflt of Ghent. Bnt at the com- 
mencement of tbe fourteenth century its 
troubles began—troubles from within 
and from without. 


Tbe.Snenewas rendered useless by 


tbe invasion of sand as far as Sluis 
(Ecluse), treachery, slaughter and po- 
l!tiq»! jesicusies aau rivalries completed 
the'fall, and in 1544 its inhabitants had 
diminished to 7,696. Then came the re- 
ligions wars and persecutions from 1567 
to 1584, the fanatics and tbe Gnenx de- 
stroying what remained, leaving little 
for the French revolutionists.—Good 
Words. 


A Kissing; Nation. 


In no other part of the world is kiss- 


ing eo much in vogue as in Russia. 
From time immemorial it has been tbe 
national salute.

MAKAROFFS ICE BREAKER. 


REGULATING SPIRITUALISM. 
Proposed to EataMUh Collegiate In- 


stitution In London For Mediums. 
A movement is on foot in London to 


put the practice of Spiritualism very 
much upon the same footing as the 
practice of medicine. It is proposed to 
establish a collegiate institution for 
the formal instruction of mediums and 
to provide for the authorized licensing 
of mediums capable of conducting ortho- 
dox seance?. 


The new scheme owes its origin to a 


Mrs. Stannard. Her object, she says, is 
to protect the public from experiment- 
ing with fraudulent and incompetent 
Spiritualists. She thinks these fakirs, by 
advertising themselves as professionals, 
have caused Spiritualistic experiments 
of the genuine type to be derided. She 
desires to organize a society which will 
issue a classified list of the duly quali- 
fied working mediums. 


Blank forms •will be circulated, to be 


signed by all mediums iii the country, 
and only such as give satisfactory evi- 
dence of their power will be recommend- 
ed to the public as duly authorized to 
put people in communication with their 
friends in the nether world. The college 
which will prepare persons for the prac- 
tice of mediumship is to have a decid- 
edly novel curriculum—seances, gyra- 
tions and classic dances being expected 
to occupy a large part of the attention 
of the students.—New York Journal. 


To Be Shown at Pnrln Exhibition.

Hta Way to the North Pole. 


Admiral MakarofE of the Russian 


navy has been a firm believer for years 
in tbe efficacy of ice breaking machines. 
Russia has no ports, except on the Black 
sea, that are open in winter. Makaroff 
has contended that there is no reason 
why the country should be deprived for 
half the year of the commercial sea 
routes. He has pinned his faith to ice 
breakers, and bis idea of what an ice 
breaker should be was put into concrete 
form by the Armstrong shipbuilding 
firm of England last year. The affair 
was launched late last fall and was 
towed away at once to the Baltic sea to 
keep some of the Russian ports open 
this winter, and especially to keep St. 
Petersburg open to navigation. If it 
succeeds, the intention is to use it next 
summer to clear the way for a commer- 
cial fleet that will sail from the Atlantic 
into arctic waters for tbe Yenisei river, 
Siberia. 


No very clear description of the Ma- 


karoff machine has been given out, but 
it is said to be built on the general lines 
of some of the ice breakers now in use, 
but is an improved and heavier type. 
The ice breaker in use at some of tbe 
Baltic ports of Germany is an oval 
shaped and very heavy construction of 
steel, which, in spite of its weight, 
floats without difficulty. In front it 
curves gradually upward eo that it can 
run up on the ice, which it breaks by its 
weight. In the rear is a wedge shaped 
indentation, in which the bow of the 
steamer that pushes it is inserted. The 
appliance is securely attached to the 
vessel by chains and steel fixtures. The 
enthusiastic Makaroff is confident that a 
practicable ice breaker weighing 20,000 
tons may be built on bis model lie 
says that with such a machine he could 
break his way to the north pole, and 
that the attempt will be made just as 
soon as he has proved the efficiency of 
his machine for less gigantic achieve- 
ments.—New York Sun.

be paid the vast sum demanded.

l<s considered that from $3,000,000 to $6,- 
000,000 is the most the United States 
Piiould allow. 
It is declared that since 


Jan. 1 the Cubans have hart practically 
everything they wanted. 
The United 


States government has been feeding all 
the hungry; 2,000.000 rations have been 
distributed and another milltom have 
been ordered. 
The Cubans have been 


given all the civil positions, and thous- 
ands of laborers have been employed. 
When they are not pleased at anything 
they promptly petition, as in the case 
of the Banco Bspanola and the collection 
of taxes. The most vociferous petition, 
so to speak, was presented to Robert 
Porter for the payment of the Cuban 
army. 
The idea that the American 


government has enormous resources at 
Its disposition in Cuba is growing, as 
the people perceive that every request 
they make is granted. 


All this is impressing Itself 
very 


forcibly upon the Americans at Havana, 
who feel that the policy of the military 
administration and of the authonties at 
Washington is too lenient, much too 
generous and will result in render! IT 
strong- corrective measures necessaiy 
In the early f ..itarp. 


The American generosity in the mat- 


ter of rations, it ia asserted, simply 
demoralises the recipients. 
Ijonjr fed 


at the expense of the United States, 
these people will not look for work. 
Moreover, the payment of good compen- 
sation to the city and rural police and 
workmen in government employ is said 
to be responsible for the* strikes re- 
ported from all parts of the island, es- 
pecially in the country districts where 
the laborers demand increases which the 
farmers are not able to pay. Political 
agitators do all in their power to spree 1 
the impression that nothing is too good 
for the Cubans at the hands of the 
United States. 


If this too lax and over-generous 


policy is persistently followed up, the 
demands and expectations of the Cu- 
bans, it is predicted, will increase In 
unreasonableness, and the longer tl e 
United States government is indulgert, 
the greater the opposition will be to the 
ultimate coercive measures that may 
become necessary if the Cubans re- 
fuse the $3,000,000 or any other reason- 
able sum for the payment of the Cuban 
army. 
Good judges here are convinced 


that the United States ought to insist 
upon tnrmeoUate disarrring and disband- 
ing without pay. The time and the con- 
ditions are propitious to take the neces- 
sary stand. 


Cuban Arinv a Menace, 


Mobile, Feb. 2.—Hon. Hannis Taylor, 


ex-minister to Spain, gives the followirg 
Interview on the Cuban situation, hav- 
ing just returned fom a visit to Cuba: 


"While in Cuba upon purely private 


business, I came in contact with the 
leaders of «very faction into which the 
population is now divided. 
The ex- 


tremes of opinion are represented on 
the one hand by the Cuban military 
chiefs, demanding immediate and ab- 
solute independence, and on the other 
by the purely Spanish element, seeking 
protection under our flag. Betw een the 
two extremes are rr ;ed the main body 
of the people, standing In an expectant 
attitude, ready to give their approval 
to any plan that will re-establish law, 
order and material prosperity upon a 
permanent b-.sis. 


"Upon oue point all agree—American 


officers and Cubans—and that it that 
outside of the cities th« country is In a 
condition of want and misery that can 
hardly be explained. 
As an aggrava- 


tion of that condition stands the Cubr n 
army, composed of at least 30,000 idle 
men, 
waitm 
with arms in their hands, 


for such a rettlement of their dues as 
\vill enable t em to resume life again. 


"When I aoked those who had a right 


to speak for the army what sum would 
suffice for a t atisfactory settlement, they 
said $10,000,000 or 511.000,000 at least, a 
sum that w ild give about $300 to each 
man. 
With that, they said, the small 


farmers could procure stock and live 
until they could make a crop. 


"The Cubans neither ask nor desire us 


to contribute a penny for the payment 
of their army. 
All they ask is that a 


loan should be made for the purpose 
charged upon their customs houses, now 
yielding from $12,000,000^ to 515,000,000 a 
year, the proceeds to b*e paid to their 
soldiers thiough the military authori- 
ties. 
Every class there is demanding 


that a settlement be made at once, so 
that a menacing body of idle men may 
be converted into peaceful producers. 
In that way the industries of the country 
couid be revived, and the force dis- 
solved, like the army of Cromwell— 
which is not oniy a military party, but 
the predominant party in the Island. 


"I cannot doubt that If the just claims 


of the Cuban army are treated with in- 
justice and Contempt, and the present 
military regime continues Indefinitely, 
In a short while we would be hated by 
the Cubans Just as the Spaniard were, 
and a condition of things bt ought about 
that will force us either to withdraw 
from the island or to govern there Just 
as Russia does i% Poland. 
Wise ar J 


humane as our military governors arc, 
the fact remains that they govern by 
the sword, and in defiance of the civil 
power, and the result Is that Impatience 
and discontent are already clearly man- 
ifested on every hand. The urgent need 
In Cuba now is a prompt and statin- 
factory settlement with the army of the 
revolution, and the establishment pa 
soon as possible of a provisional civ ' 
regime in which the Cubans themsejvi 3 
can have a voice. 


"The president should labor unceas- 


ingly to attain both ends, and In tha 


effort to do so should have the cordial 
co-operation and support of all patriot to 
and liberty loving men, regardless of 
party. 


"We should learn from the English 


bow suicidal it is to carry our party diffi- 
culties into our foreign affairs.

Havana, Feb. 2.—El Diari'o de La 


Marina today publishes a leading edi- 
torial declaring that i£ the Cuoans con- 
tinue their thi eats and abuse with re- 
spect to the Spaniards, the latter will be 
forced to leave the' country or to pray 
the United States to annex the is'.and 
forthwith. El Diario represents the con- 
servative Spanish interests, and its 
managers decided upon the publication 
of the article after a consultation tvith 
the leading Spaniards in Havana. The 
editorial says- 


"All the newspapers support the policy 


of an amalgamation of Cuban and Span- 
ish interests inaugurated by General 
Maximo Gomez. But they also print 
diatribes against the Spaniards and the 
Cuban autonomists. They applaud when 
an army man is appointed to a position, 
but they censure when a pacifico is given 
work by the Americans. If the matter 
were confined to the press, it would not 
be insupportable, because, arising from 
temporary excitement and hatred, it 
would be modified in time; but the mis- 
chief is that actions follow words. Per- 
haps the day is not distant when the 
Spaniards and Cuban autonomists may 
have to consider seriously the question 
of leaving the country, as they are daily 
told to do, or to bend every energy to- 
ward the annexation of Cuba to the 
United States. 


"They are being forced to take one 


position or the other. Already they are 
asked 'If we are so treated and threat- 
ened undter the protection of the Ameri- 
cans, what will happen when the Ameri- 
cans are gone and the Cubans are in con- 
trol?' 


"The Spaniards are not the enemies 


of Cuba. All have families and busi- 
ness interests. If-they are treated aa 
Cuba's worst enemies what shall they 
do? Can w» passively be boycotted," 
they say, "and be absurdly taxed simply 
because we are Spaniards, as is being 
done in Manzanillo, or be killed as is be- 
ing done in the eastern provinces, and in 
Pinar Del Rio?" 


F> om n Ctil>»n Standpoint. 


Havana, Feb. 2<^-A movement has been 


started by Dr. Castillo, Senor Lanuza, 
head of the department of justice and 
public instruction in the Cuban cabinet 
of advisers, and Senor Gomez of the 
Cuban commiss-ion and others to have 
all the 134 municipal districts of Cuba 
petition the authorities at Washington 
to pay the Cuban army out of the cus- 
toms receipts, adding SO percent, if neces- 
sary, to the duties'hrorder to do so. The 
Cubans are taking a general attitude of 
criticism and complaint against the 
Americans.

Naval Officers Expect to Be Present 


When Tents Are Hade Next Jane or 
July—To Travel Five Mile* an Hoar 
Under Water—Can Stay Down For- 
ty-eight Honrs. 


The Raddatz submarine boat is to be 


repeated on a larger scale and practical 
working basis. Tbe drawings for tho 
new boat have been prepared, contracts 
will be let soon and^work will be pushed 
so that tho new boat will be ready for 
a test the latter part of nest June or 
early in Jnly. The original boat was 
built entirely on experimental lines and 
to demonstrate the feasibility of the in- 
ventor's theories. 
That theaa were 


shown to be correct no one who wit- 
nessed tho remarkable performance of 
the boat in Milwaukee, bay last summer 
doubts. But that boat was entirely too 
small for practical use, being only four 
feet in diameter and the machinery 
and appointments being in many ways 
cr«de. 


The new boat will be- 95 feet long 


and have a diameter of 7 feet, giving 
an interior space four times that of the 
experimental boat. It will be built of 
1^ inch boiler plate and braced so as to 
stand the pressure of 250 feet below 
the surface 
The power will be fur- 


nished by a petroleum engine for ^ur- 
face work and beluw the surface will be 
opprated by electricity from storage bat- 
teries. 


1 
Tho contract will call for a speed of 


five miles an hour below the surface 
and ten miles an hour when running 
awash, though it is believed that tne 
last speed will be exceeded. Among en- 
gineers and those who have thoroughly 
investigated the Raddatz boat and its 
performances under the hands of the 
inventor there is no doubt that Mr. 
Richard fiaddatz has in hie boat tbe 
highest exponent of the submarine type 
that has been brought out thus far. 
This opinion is shared by others who 
have been told cf the actual tests made 
of the power of this little wonder. 
Naval officers who were told in Wash- 
ington of the performances of the boat 
by gentlemen who were spectators of 
the tests made in the bay last summer 
said tfiat if one-half told them was true 
the boat is far in advance of any oth- 
ers which have been built and expressed 
the belief that if the new boat should 


I repeat these performances the govern- 


ment will undoubtedly try to get hold 
of it for war purposes. So interested 
did the naval men become in the boat 
that they exacted a promise that they 
should be notified when the new boat 
is ready for experimental test, so that 
they could be present at the time, in 
addition to giving assurances that the 
government would be represented at the 
trials. 


Mr. Raddatz and those interested 


with him in -the building of the new 
boat are going ahead, however, with- 
out taking into consideration the ques- 
tion of what the government may or 


j may not do in the matter. The boat 


I which they will build will be primarily 


for commercial purposes and used in 
working on wrecks. In view of this the 
diver's chamber in the first boat will be 
enlarged so as to make it fit for practi- 
cal use. This chamber, which will be 
fitted in tbe forward part of the boat, 
will be 7 feet high, 7 feet long and 4 
feet broad. 


Once in this chamber and the air lock 


closed behind, air pressure will be 
turned on so as to equalize the pressure 
of the water at whatever depth the 
boat may be. When this is done, a door 
in the bottom of the chamber will be 
opened and the diver will have before 
him the bottom of the lake or sea and 
can begin work on whatever is beneath 
the place covered by the open doorway. 
One of tbe advantages claimed by Mr. 
Raddatz is that the diver will have to 
wear nothing in the shape of armor or 
weights, and can therefore work just 
as well as he could on the surface. The 
air will be supplied to the 'chamber 
automatically, and by the secret process 
which is one of the features of the 
boat sufficient air can be supplied to 
keep two divers and three others of the 
crew of the boat below tha surface 30 
hours. 


This supply, Mr. Baddatz eays, can 


be increased at one day's notice to a 
supply of 48 hours. With the chamber 
open, the boat could, if necessary, travel 
CO miles in ten hours, while no diver 
in armor would think of attempting 
one-tenth of that trip. The boat will 
carry petroleum fuel OB board to run 
750 miles at the rate of ten miles an 
hour on the surface, while storage bat- 
teries with sufficient capacity for any 
length of stay necessary below the eur- 
face will be provided. 


The place where the new boat is to 


be constructed will be kept a secret for 
the reason that otherwise Mr. Raddatz 
fears he would be overrun by curiosity 
seekers, to the delay of tbe work. The 
shell is to be made extraordinarily 
heavy, so as to withstand tbe great 
pressure at the depth at wbicb the in- 
ventor desires to work, depths which 
have,never been attempted before. The 
new boat will be launched ready for 
work, and little trimming will be neces- 
sary after it is once in the water. One 
of the first things that will be attempt- 
ed after the boat bos been thoroughly 
tested will be to endeavor to locate some 
of the sunken wrecks in and about Mil- 
waukee bay, when tbe capabilities of 
the boat will be shown. After that tbe 
boat will be used for wrecking jobsgen- 
eially.—Special Chicago Times-Herald.

civil service commissioners. Senator 
Putnam making a vigorous attack on 
the board, which he characterized as 
useless, and should be abolished. 


There was another volume of new 


business relating to Boston which had 
run the gauntlet of the committee on 
rules, and among the measures were 
several which bore the autograph of 
Mayor Quincy. 


The opponents of the gypsy moth 


made an attack on the board of agricul- 
ture, saying that the moth was purpose- 
ly distributed m some towns by the em- 
ployes of the board, and that the em- 
ployes went moth hunting as if attend- 
ing a picinc. 


In the committee rooms Representa- 


tive Fitts and others favored his re- 
polve to have tbe state board of charity 
Investigate tbe feasibility of instruct- 
ing the adult blind at their homes;

victs; for further regulation of dis- 
charges from tbe hospital for dipso- 
maniacs: that eggs brought from other 
states shall be marked with the name of 
the place from which they were shipped, 
and that no poultry shall be sold from 
cold storage without notifying the buyer 
of that fact, that sleeping car companies 
shall be common carriers; to require 
railroad companies to equip their cars 
with platform gates after Jan. 1, 1900; 
to Impose a tax of SI per barrel on fer- 
mented liquors; that interest on over- 
due taxes shall be 6 Instead of 7 per- 
cent

EIGHTEENTH BIRTHDAY 


Celebrated by Meeting of Nearly Five 


Thousand Christian Eodeavorera. 


Gospel and Tarritorial Expan- 


sion Ably Discussed. 


Revi. Clark and Lorimw Give Interesting 


Views Upon the Subject 


Boston, Feb. 3.—The 18th anniversary 


of the founding of the Christian En- 
deavor society was celebrated In Tre- 
mont Temple yesterday afternoon and 
evening by nearly SOOO people, repre- 
senting the Christian Endeavor union 
In Boston and surrounding cities and 
towns. 


Rev. Francis E. Clark, the founder of 


the society, was the specie,! guest, and 
he made a ringing address on the topic 
of the evening—"The Attitude of the 
Toung Christian Towards the Teril- 
torial Expansion of the United States,' 
which was also treated by a number of 
other speakers. 


Mr. Clark said: "Expansion is an al- 


together appropriate note to be struck 
on the 18th birthday of Christian En- 
deavor, for expansion has been its 
watchword, and expansion has been its 
business during every day of these 18 
years of its history. The first society 
expanded from the pastor's parlor until 
U covered almost the whole world. 
Russia, the last great country which 
barred out the Christian Endeavor, has, 
within the last few weeks, found a place 
for at least one society. So it is appro- 
priate on our birthday to consider the 
question of expansion other than from 
a political aspect 


"Christian Endeavor has always en- 


deavored to look at things from a Chris- 
tian standpoint In the discussion of 
this question, unless we approach It from 
a Christian standpoint, it will be forever 
settled wrongly, if we do for the Cu- 
bans, the Porto Rlcans, the Filipinos 
what Christ would have us do, we shall 
do the right thing, and eternal glory and 
honor will come to our nation as a conse- 
quence. The very reason why this prob- 
lem is now confronting us, the very 
reason why these fair islands have fallen 
from the nerveless grasp of Spain, ia that 
she has forgotten our Lord's golden rule. 
She has exploited these subject races for 
her own benefit, she has taxed them and 
oppressed them, and her corrupt poli- 
ticians have fattened at the colonial crib. 


"If with this spirit and purpose our 


nation enters upon an age of conquest, 
and uses the wonderful victories of 1888 
simply to promote her greed for terri- 
torial conquest and her lust for com- 
mercial sain, she will deserve and will 
receive the fate of Spam, at the hands of 
a just and righteous God. 


"That righteousness exalteth a nation, 


but that sin ia a reproach to any people, 
and an everlasting disaster to any peo- 
ple, 
is proved by the history of every 


nation that ever lived. Benevolence Is 
possible for a nation as for an Individual. 
Righteous, just and generous dealing is 
genuine statesmanship. 


"Our mother country, Great Britain, is 


a shining example In all the world's his- 
tory of advantages of just and generous 
treatment toward subject people and 
backward races. I do not say that we 
should emulate England's example, and 
acquire colonies in all parts of the world, 
but I do say that, whatever is done, we 
cannot escape from our responsibilities 
or scuttle away from our obligations. 
W* must face the future. 


"There ten millions of people are in a 


truer sense than ever before our neigh- 
bors and brothers. Shall we civilize them 
and Christianize them? Shall we give 
them good laws, and see that justice pre- 
vails within their borders? These are 
more Important questions to decide than 
even the ratification of the treaty of 
peace, or the disposition of the islands to 
which th* treaty refer* 


"It is for the young people of America 


to answer rhese questions in some meas- 
ure. It Is for us to Insist that our coun- 
try shall do what Christ would have us 
do These are glorious times in which 
we live. If we seize our opportunity. If 
as a nation, we do our duty; if we apply 
the golden rule to the Cubans and the 
Filipinos, our children's children will 
look back upon the expansion of this 
Christ-like i-ind a* the years of our 
greatest glory." 


Rev. Dr. George C. Lorimer, pastor of 


Tremont Temple, made an anti-expan- 
sion address which also evoked much en- 
thusiasm. He said: 


"The most magnificent panorama of 


imperial expansion that ever dazzled the 
imagination was presented by satan to 
Christ when he offered him all the 
kingdoms of the world, and yet the 
Master declined. 
To many people his 


rejection of such an empire must seem 
unreasonable, unpatriotic and unphil- 
anthropic. 
The scene enacted on the 


mount is finding a counterpart in these 
modern times. 
Our country stands 


contemplating distant possessions, and 
the arch enemy points to them and urges 
vsqulsition on his terms, and many are 
i doubt whether he is an angel of light 
4* df darkness." 


"Let me try and state the situation 


fairly. 
No one objects to the extension 


of American Influence, American com- 
merce or American Institutions, no one 
advocates restoring to Spain any of the 
territory captured from her in open war, 
and no one that I know of denies the 
right of the United States to1 acquire 
Islands, or continents,- even, provided 
the nation does not-violate her own con- 
stitutional provisions or the natural 
rights of others. 
But there Is a large 


party in our land, and one increasing 
.daily, that believes these advantages 
to be worthless, and, indeed, Impos- 
sible of realisation, if the attempt to ' 
secure them involves any act of homage 
to Spain. 


"To yield to the suggestions of those 


who would entice us Into the new ' 
policy to adopt them, openly or secretly, j 
as the articles of our national policy, 
would simply be to honor the satan I c. 
A policy of expansion that is not a 
Policy of greed and dishonor, that does 
not place us in the position of repudiat- 
ing our past, that does not weaken the 
principles of constitutional government 
In our land, and that does not drag us 
Into militarism and entangling al- 
liances, we have no controversy vith. 
But to every plan or program that falls 
to steer clear of this kind of stultification 
and disgrace every lover of his,coun- 
try ought to say, "Oat tkM behind mo, 
aatan." 


"While with the political aap*et* of 


this question we an all eonetraed, UMIW 
Is * religious aide tff It which ahouM 
specially appeal to, thta assembly. U 
we were assured thai the forceful poe- 
•esslon of the Philippines and the as- 
sertion of sovereignty at the expense 
of their liberty and honor would afford 
us a larger opportunity for the preach- 


tne premises; we dare not sanction out- 
rage and oppression in this world for the 
sake of powlbly saving eouls in the 
other. 


"Let oi remember that religion has 


never been advanced by Alliances with 
the state, and that her expansion can 
never be facilitated by a policy of na- 
tional expansion that Is not thoroughly 
In harmony with what makes for free- 
dom, 
honor and virtue. 
However 


others, then, may be misled by much 
that is belng'uttered and published as 
highest wisdom, let us as Endeavorers 
not be deceived. Christianity must ex- 
pand; we are set for Its triumphs every- 
where, but let us not for a moment sup- 
pose that this can be secured by the 
'film and crooked art* of worldly poli- 
tics."

This is the largest majority any river 


and harbor bill ha* ever obtained In the 
house. The bill attracted little opposi- 
tion, and every effort to amend it Jn im- 
portant particulars failed. The only 
spec'a! amendment adopted yesterday 
beyond provisions for surveys was one 
striking out the provisional appropria- 
tion for Brunswick (Ga.) harbor and in- 
serting a provision for a survey and an 
appropriation of $10,000 for the inner 
harbor. This amendment waa proposed 
by the river and harbor commission. 


Saturday, Feb. 11, was aet apart for 


paying tribute to the memory of the late 
Mr. IMnsley of Maine. 


A notable speech was made In the 


senate by Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin. 
The took for his text the anti-expan- 
sion resolution offered by Mr. Vest, but 
did not confine himself closely to that 
proposed declaration of policy. 


He discussed tne question of expan- 


sion in all of its phases, and urged the 
ratification of the peace treaty aa the 
beat means of bringing the burning 
question home to the people themselves, 
who,

The relations past and present be- 
> 


tween the United States and Germany 
formed tbe subject of an interesting in- 
terview which the German ambassador, 
Dr. Theodore von Holleben, accorded 
recently to the New York World corre- 
spondent. 


"Although much bas been said and 


written," said tbe ambassador, "con- 
cerning the feeling which Germany en- 
tertains for the'United States, there re- 
mains much that can be said, I think, 
witb some benefit to many of tbe citi- 
zens of both countries. I see almost ev- 
ery day articles in tbe papers which 
wonld lead the American people to be- 
lieve that Germany is nnfi iendly. Now, 
I ask, why should Germany be un- 
friendly? I cannot give one reason, but 
I can state many good ones why we 
should be just the reverse. 


"A few days ago I had, at Washing- 


ton in the embassy, a little fete in hon- 
or of the emperor's fortieth birthday. 
More than 300 German-Americans of 
Washington came to honor the ruler of 
their fatherland and to show that, 
thongh they have chosen a new home, 
they still hold their old one in tenderest 
memory. 
There are many hundreds 


of tbonsands such people scattered 
throughout the United States, and this 
alone constitutes a good political and 
economic reason fcr Germany and the 
United States always to maintain har- 
monious relations. Any trouble which 
might occur between the two nations 
wonld be to millions of their citizens a 
kind of civil war, as painful and dis- 
heartening as such a conflict. 


"Commercial friction does not fur- 


nish a sufficient plea for this alleged 
unfriendliness. 
Commercial 
friction 


should not enter into the question of 
higher politics, and I know that the 
American people are too broad minded 
to allow the minor consideration to in- 
fluence them in the greater things at 
stake. It is true that tariff regulations 
in this country and restrictive legisla- 
tion in onrs bave caused considerable 
ill will, bat this is the natural result of 
the great straggle for commercial su- 
premacy. 


"The United States has bad tbe 


same feeling toward France and toward 
Great Britain. It is true the Dingley 
tariff law aroused some ill will among 
tbe agricultural element in Germany, 
just aa the meat restrictions inflamed 
sentiment among the Chicago dealers. 
Bat the German people certainly real- 
ized that this government had a right 
to make laws to suit tbe needs of its 
own citizens, and we always looked for- 
ward to the time when by some special 
(legislation the clauses which worked 
hardships for our people would be re- 
moved. These were never considered 
sufficiently grave to cause unfriendli- 
ness between the two nations. 


"Coming to a subject of later devel- 


«pmentand of more momentous import, 
tbe attitude cf Germany toward the 
United States during the late war with 
Spain, I can say with perfect truth and 
frankness that notwithstanding all that 
has been said to the contrary there 
never was a moment when this govern- 
ment thought for one instant that Ger- 
many was otherwise than friendly and j 
well disposed. There never was a mo- 
ment when the German government 
thought that the United States was 
actuated by any but just anr) honorable 
motives in its conduct of tbe war. 


"About the vexatious question of the 


Philippines and tbe presence of a large 
German fleet near those islands, it must 
be remembered that Germany's com- 
mercial interests required these precau- 
tions. Germany has greater and more 
numerous interests to protect than any 
other power. England not ezcepted. In 
addition we bad under our protection 
the interests of Austria, Switzerland 
and Portugal 


"It must be remembered, too, that 


tbe sudden and dazzling victory of Ad 
miral Dewey was entirely unexpected, 
and we were unprepared for the change 
in tbe political horizon which that vic- 
tory caused. We knew well, and this 
knowledge was shared by all the Euro- 
pean powers, that Spain could not hold 
her own against the insurgents. We 
feared anarchy, and it needed a strong 
fleet to cope with the situation. That 
is why Admiral Diederichs was in 
Asiatic waters. With the appearance of 
tho United States as the sovereign pow- 
er in tbe -archipelago all our fears van- 
ished We have only commercial inter- 
ests there, and we are perfectly satisfied 
that tbe United States will guarantee 
all our rights in that respect. 


"As for intending to seize territory 


Sn tbe Philippines, Germany never en- 
tertained such an idea for a moment. 
We never wanted any of the islands 
and certainly had no intention to try to 
take them. I have told the president 
and the secretary of state this many 
times, and I am confident that they be 
lieve me. I am sure the American peo- 
ple will believe that Germany did not 
•want to get into that.trouble when they 
find how bard it is to take the Philip 
pine Islands. 


"Another circumstance which relate.' 


to tbe war with Spain was the tone of 
'the German press jnst before the be- 
ginning of hostilities. There were in- 
•tances where the German press ex- 
pressed much sympathy for Spain, but 
'that was not unnatural when it is re- 
membered that both governments arc 
monarchical. The queen regent of Spain 
is a relative of our emperor, and that 
make* another reason that eymnathv

our matter bow much regret should have 
been expressed for Spain it does not 
constitute a grave charge such as bas 
been lodged against Germany in conse- 
quence. 


"We bvn in every way observed the 


law* of neutrality web M the interna- 
tional etiquette demand*. Now that the 
{ueetion of expansion baa become such 
• vital one, I can say that Germany at 
leart it riot interfering in what is strict- 
ly the affair of the United States. The 
United Stwtn did not object to our oc- 
cupation of Elaucbau. why should we t

"Since the United States did. not en- 


ter a protest to our entrance into their 
commercial domain in the Celestial em- 
pire we cannot do a more courteous act 
than to observe the same etiquette and 
abstain from all criticism of her conrse 
in Asiatic waters. I am confident that 
the day is not far distant when these 
slight misunderstandings between tbe 
two nations will be a thing of the past, 
and those who have ulterior motives in 
promoting ill will between ns will find 
their occnpation gone." 


A WONDERFUL BIRD. 


Emma Thttrsby's Gifted Songster My- 


nah Spoke Five Lmignasea. 


Mynab, a wonderful bird of the ori- 


ent, which spoke five languages and im- 
itated all manner of musical instru- 
ments, is dead. He belonged to Miss 
Emma Thursby, a well known singer, 
who lives in New York. 


Many bird fanciers have spoken of 


Mynab, as the cleverest of bis kind. 
Miss Thurgby valued him at $10,000. 
He was presented to her 13 years ago 
by the Ijjmperor William of Germany, 
grandfather of the present ruler. He 
waa then S years old and had traveled 
on steamers nearly around the world. 
He was an accomplished""linguist at 
that time, and his store of languages 
increased year by year. He spoke Ma- 
lay, Chinese, French, German and Eng- 
lish.

At the 
bird show several months ago he was 
the center of attraction His frequent 
inquiries of "What are you doing 
there?" came with such directness that 
those within reach of his voice became 
humble and hastened to explain that 
they were doing nothing at all.

that Mynah will be remembered by a 
large circle of friends. Miss Thursby 
gave several entertainments during the 
holidays On December 30 last a score 
of children from the tenements were 
invited to an entertainment given by 
the bird. Mynah was the entire pro- 
gramme. He sang songs from several 
languages and gave an imitation of a 
banjo. He responded to several encores. 
The youngsters went away with his 
cheery goodby ringing in their ears. 
Mynah'a performance for the poor chil- 
dren was his last public appearance 
He had contracted the grip. He grew 
weaker, and the other day he passed 
away.

It* Mountains Are Storehouses of 


Many Minerals, While the Soil 
Brines Forth Varied Harvests— Pro- 
feMor Beckwlth's Collection of 
Specimen* of Gods and Idols Wor- 
shiped by Aborigines. 


While the soldier boys of 1898 are 


gathered at the fireside in their north- 
ern homes, with the enow falling out- 
side and the sharp, cold wind whistling 
about the house tops, telling their moth- 
ers and sisters of the scenes they saw in 
beautiful Cuba and still more beautiful 
Porto Rico, scientists and relic hunters 
by the score are traversing those same 
mountains and valleys and woodland 
jungles. These hunters began to arrive 
in the West Indies after most of the 
soldiers had left. Some are in diligent 
pursuit of materials, weapons, cooking 
utensils, bullets and the like which 
were used by the soldiers. Others are 
gathering invaluable scientific knowl- 
edge in regard to the islands. 


The scientists now in Cuba and Porto 


Eico are as yet a comparatively small 
lot, but they are progressing with their 
usual enterprise and persistency, and al- 
ready they have made a number of dis- 
coveries which will prove of no little 
importance to the specialist in geology, 
botany, zoology, anthropology, and the 
like. The Smithsonian institution is 
taking a very prominent part in these 
researches, and several scientists detail- 
ed by it are conducting extensive inves- 
tigations. Many specimens of the flora 
and fauna of the West Indies have al- 
ready been shipped to Washington 
through the assistance of the depot 
quartermaster of the army located in 
Cuban and Porto Rican cities. The rel- 
ics, as one of the scientists said, are to 
be used as an object lesson to the Amer- 
ican people, for, when deposited in suit- 
able cases in the department of Ameri- 
can history in the National museum, 
they will be seen by thousands of visit- 
ors annually, not only by Washingtoni- 
ans, not only by Americans, but by 
people from all over the world. 


Among the scientists now in Porto 


Rico is Professor Paul Beckwith of the 
Smithsonian institute, who is making 
collections of historical, archaeological 
and war relics. Another is Dr. A. B. 
Baker of the National Zoological park, 
also detailed by the Smithsonian insti- 
tute. He is m, king a "grand tour" on 
the U. S. S. Fishhawk in West Indian 
waters and is gathering a collection of 
living animals and especially of fish. Of 
the latter it is said he has found several 
species which were totally unknown to 
•the naturalist. Books and rare manu- 
scripts are being collected by Mr. Frie- 
de'nwald, who- represents the congres- 
sional library, while many others, trav-

Professor Beckwith has also made 


some researches into the past history of 
Porto Rico's inhabitants and has gath- 
ered specimens of their gods and idols. 
In regard to this he writes as follows: 


"I believe that the Indo-Borinquen 


was the first people of whom any trace 
has reached us. Then followed the Ca- 
rib, who, in my mind, exterminated 
the last of the Indo-Borinquens, the 
aborigines, as far as indicated by there- 
mains left by this prehistoric race, con- 
sisting of stone idols, insignia of rank 
and ornaments, celts and mortars. The 
insignia of rank are stone collars, sup- 
posed to have been worn around the 
neck by thpir chiefs, who also performed 
the f uactions of high priests; celts sim- 
ilar to those of the American Indian of 
the stoBe age; idols of peculiar foLm, 
representing a mountain similar in 
form to the largest in the island and 
terminating at the base on each end 
with heads, one representing the house- 
hold god and the opposite end that of 
the totem of the clan. In this, some 
claim, is the representation of a double 
head 
turtle upholding on its back the 


island symbolized by the mountain. 
The workmanship is good. As yet no 
trace of a language, whether represent- 
ed by hieroglyphics or characters, has 
been found either on the idols or other 
stone relics or inscribed on the walls of 
the caves (or 'churches') that I have 
visited—namely, the one near Ajtmtos 
and the one at Aibonite."—Washing- 
ton Post.

In 
their work they are being assisted by 
Professor Mark N. Harrington, who is 
now located in Porto Rico. 


Professor Beckwith, in a recent arti- 


cle in the San Juan (Porto Rico) News, 
tells of some of his experiences and of 
his researches. The professor has been 
in Porto Rico for over three months, 
having traveled from north to south sev- 
eral times and three-quarters of the 
route around the coast from San Juan 
to Arroyo, and he will now continue his 
labors on the island of Cuba. Among 
the relics he has already forwarded to 
the institute are swords of very ancient 
date, rare flintlock pistols, weapons of 
hardened cocoa wood, equipments of 
officers in the recent war, all kinds of 
Spanish weapons, insignia of honor for- 
merly worn by the Spaniards, domestic 
implements of the natives, articles of 
luxury from the rich Porto Rican's 
palace, and so on. 


In speaking of the general conditions 


of Porto Rico Professor Beckwith refers 
to the general richness of the soil and 
to the great opportunity for develop- 
ment of all kinds of natural resources. 
Among minerals he has found placer 
geld and also copper, iron, galena of fine 
grade, phosphates and graphites. The 
flora, he says, ia very rich, and one could 
see in looking down on one valley the 
coffee plant, the sugar cane, tobacco, ba- 


ica. 
He delivered a lecture before the 


Royal Geographical society in London 
'•a which he told this incident: 


One afternoon, while in the bay of 


Biscay, he sank the trap in which he 
jollected specimens of sea life. It went 
to the bottom in over 12,000 feet of 
water, and as night approached he fas- 
tened to the wire attached to it ,in elec- 
tric buoy and then stood off a mile or 
so. It did not happen to occur to him 
that he was right in the tra. k of steam- 
srs plying between northern Europe 
and the Mediterranean, but he was re- 
minded of the fact later. 


As he and his 14 sailors were watch- 


ing with a good deal of satisfaction the 
swaying buoy with its brilliant illu- 
mination a steamer's lights came into 
view. It was soon evident that the 
steamer was curious to know the mean- 
ing of the illumination, for she altered 
her course and made 'or the light. She 
knew that no fishing boats came out so 
far from land and so determined to 
solve the mystery. Up'she came to 
within a quarter of a mile of the buoy, 
slowed up for a minute, and then start- 
ed ahead, perhaps a little disgusted at 
the incident tliat had lured her several 
miles out of her course. 


She had hardly got away when a sec- 


ond steamer came into view, and she, 
too, bore down upon the lighted buoy.

One morning in May, 1804, a small 


brig named the Harrington, command- 
ed by Mr. William Campbell, sailed 
out between Sydney heads before a stiff 
westerly breeze bound to the island of 
Masafnera, in the South Pacific, to 
procure sealskins. Although so small, 
the vessel carried a crew of abont five 
and twenty men and, being a letter of 
marque, was armed in the usual man- 
ner of the Australian whalers and south 
sea traders of those days—half a dozen 
9 pounders and plenty of muskets and 
cutlasses. The Harrington had for some 
time been employed by her owners— 
Chace 4 Co. of Madras—in trading be-* 
tween Madras, the South American 
ports and Sydney. On the last occasion 
of his leaving Madras Campbell had 
taken care to provide himself with a 
letter of marque from the presidency of 
Fort St. George against France and 
Holland. 


The result of the sealing expedition 


was fairly successful, but Campbell 
himself was not satisfied. At least he 
found he was not satisfied when he one 
day fell in with an American whale- 
ship, the captain of which told him that 
war had been declared between Eng- 
land and Spain. How the American 
captain had learned the news Campbell 
did not inquire. He quickly returned 
on board the Harrington, held a brief 
consultation with his mate, and altered 
the ship's course from west by north 
for Sydney to due east for the South 
American coast. 


"I don't want to waste much time," 


he said, "but there is no barm in our 
running along the coast for a week or, 
two. 
We are pretty sure to pick up 


something." 


The mate concurred, so did the crew, 


and a week later Campbell did pick up 
something—to wit, two" Spanish prizes, 
a merchantman and a man-of-war. 
From the Sydney Gazette we learn that 
the merchantman was "named St. 
Francisco and St. Paulo. She was being 
convoyed by the cruiser, which was 
named the Estremina, commanded by 
Don Antonio Jose del Campo, ensign in 
the Spanish navy, out of the ports of 
Coquimbo and Caldera on the coast of 
Peru." 


In spite of his long name and title 


and the traditional bravery of his race 
the don does not shine to advantage in 
this affair, for as soon as the plucky lit- 
tle Harrington bore down upon him 
and his convoy he put his helm down 
and steered for the shore, then but a 
few miles distant. Campbell, burning 
to bring him to, crowded on all sail in 
pursuit, but was unable to prevent 
both the Estremina—a brig of four 
gnns—and the convoy from running 
ashore. Then, setting fire to both ves- 
sels, Don Antonio and his gallant men 
ran away inland with great unanimity. 


But the Harrington was so close that 


Campbell, loweiing his boats, soon 
boarded both ships, and his men extin- 
guished the flames before any material 
damage was done, and in a few hours 
he had succeeded in floating both ves- 


[ seis again. After putting prize crews 


on board, the industrious Campbell went 
on shore to see if there was anything 
else "worth picking up," and discov- 
ered a quantity of copper bars—a. very 
valuable commodity. These he secured 
without firing a shot, and then he and 
his merry men said goodby to the Span- 
iards, and with the two prizes in com- 
pany set sail for Sydney*highly pleased 
at the result of their adventure. 


In due course the Harrington sailed 


into Port Jackson, but the level headed 
Scotch captain came in alone—the prizes 
were not visible. The following day he 
was requested by Governor King to 
produce his log, and appeared-greatly 
shocked when the irate governor told 
him that he had committed a breach of 
•neutrality. War with Spain was not 
declared until Dec. 12,1804, and it was 
not till January. 1805, that the British 
government granted a letter of marque 
to any ship, and yet here was this dar- 
ing merchant skipper committing an 
act of war on his own account in Oc- 
tober I 


Now, 
singular to relate, Campbell 


had only been doing on a very minor 
scale the same tiling as had been uon« 
by the orders of the British cabinet on 
a verj large scale in the &<ime fashion 
in another part of the world, though, 
of course, neither he nor the angry gov- 
ernor knew it. 
The incident is a nota- 


ble one in naval story Admiral Corn- 
wallis (the government having at last 
awakened to tho varied hostility of 
Spain, and the energetic Pitt having 
succeeded the peac eful Addington) was 
directed to di=p.it( a some frigates to 
intercept and detain until further or- 
ders the Spanish treasure squadron on 
its way from Montevideo to Cadiz. 
The IndefatigaMf. U, the Lively, 38, 
Medusa, 40, and Amphion, 40 guns, 
were sent away as quickly as possible, 
and, cruising near Cape St. Vincent, 
fell in with the Spanish fleet on Oct. 5 
and ordered them to bring to 
Of 


course the Spanish admiral (Busta- 
mente) would not submit to be de- 
tained and cleared for action. The bat- 
tle lasted barely 30 minutes and result- 


ed in the blowing up of one Spwir.h 
«hip and the capture of the rest. The 
English fleet lost two men killed and 
half a dozen wounded. The Spaniards 
lost nearly tbo whole of one ship's 
company, besides about 100 killed and 
wounded on the other vessels. Then 
Spain declared war. 


But King, knowing nothing of this 


and feeling very wroth with Mr. Camp- 
bell, called upon him to furnish satis- 
factory replies to the following queries: 


First.—Whether he had any knowl- 


edge of war with Spain at the time of 
capture V 


Second. —Where were the two prises 


he tad token? 


Third.—What letters of marque did 


be possess? 


To the questions Campbell replied 


that he had been informed by an Amer- 
ican whaler that England and Spain 
were at war; that he had sent his 
prizes off on their way to India after 
refreshing at Norfolk island, and that 
his authority to privateer was his com- 
mission in the East India company as a 
captain of marines. 


Governor King said he did not con- 


sider this satisfactory, and after taking 
counsel with other officers of the settle- 
ment decided to detain the Harrington 
until the home government -could bo 
communicated with. So Campbell was 
ordered to unbend his sails, strike his 
topmasts and lower yards and unship 
his rudder. 


Campbell protested, saying that his 


case had been considered without call- 
ing upon him to be present. This, as a 
matter of fact, was correct, for while 
some of his sailors gave evidence at the 
inquiry he was not allowed to meet 
them in open court. His protest is very 
properly worded, and he undoubtedly 
has the best of the argument: "I was 
not apprised of the intention of the 
governor to hold an inquiry. Such 
method is irregular and calculated to 
prejudice my case. No adverse evi- 
dence should be taken without giving 
me an opportunity to refute it. Fur- 
ther, the detention of my ship is a seri- 
ous loss to my owners, who will have no 
redress if even later on my innocence is 
proved, and my commission in the East 
India company's service makes me an- 
swerable to them for any improper con- 
duct. Anyhow, according to British 
jurisprudence, you ought to hold me 
innocent until you can prove the con- 
trary. Yet you seize my ship." 


King curtly answered that an East 


India company's commission did not 
authorize people to seize the vessels of 
friendly powers; that there was no evi- 
dence of war existing between England 
and Spain, and even if war did exist, 
since the Harrington had no proper let- 
ter of marque, the prizes must become 
a droit of admiralty. 


Poor Campbell had to submit, though 


he manfully resented King's action, hut 
the latter was acting conscientiously. 
So when Campbell offered substantial 
security and some leading Sydney mer- 
chants backed him with money Gover- 
nor King consented to the Harrington's 
cargo being discharged and to her cap- 
tain proceeding on his voyage to Mad- 
ras. But, alas for Campbell, just as the 
affair was on the point of being settled 
in this way the San Francisco y San 
Paulo and Estremina were discovered 
hovering about the coast of New South 
Wales, apparently waiting for Camp- 
bell. The two ships were at once cap- 
tured by the government brig and 
brought into Port Jackson. 


Naturally King lost his temper, and 


again placed Campbell under detention. 
Meanwhile dispatches had gone home, 
and all parties resigned themselves for 
the long, weary wait that was to follow 
before an answering dispatch came front 
the home government 


At last, however, it came, in the 


early months of 1806, when Viscount 
Castlereagh wrote, telling King to in- 
stantly release Campbell, the ship and 
crew and the prize crews of the two 
Spanish vessels, which could be sold as 
lawful prizes. This snub for the good 
hearted and conscientious governor was 
softened by the profoundly wise ob- 
servation that "the spirit and principle 
(sic) nn which you acted is approved" 
—the which, considering the affair of 
the Spanish treasure ships off Cape St. 
Vincent, is very pretty.—Pall Mall 
Magazine.

THE WITCH'S CURSE. 


A GLOOMY OLD LEGEND OP THE TOWN 


OF BUCKSPORT, ME. 


The Imprecation* and Prophecy «f 


the Condemned Woman on th* 
BeaJTold Recalled by * Struffo 
Blemlah on Col. Buelc'n Tombatone. 


Close by the country road on the out- 


skirts of the sleepy old seaport town of 
Bncksport, on the Penobscot, down in 
Maine, it a small family cemetery. 
Within the inclosure, with its high iron 
fence, in the quiet and almost gloomy 
Shade, sleep the Bucks, the blueblooded 
and aristocratic clan which first settled 
the town and bequeathed it their name 
—and a legend. 


Of the many moss grown tablets and 


monuments the largest and most con- 
spicuous is a tall granite shaft in plain 
sight of the highway. On one side is 
the inscription: 


COL. JOHN BUCK, 


The Founder of Buckspor*. 


A. D. 1763. 


Born In Haverhill, Maes., 1713. 


Died Match 18, 1785.

"Buck," and 
also 
something not 


wrought by the marble worker. On the 
smooth surface of the pedestal is a 
curious outline, irregular and describ- 
ing that wbich can easily be imagined 
to be the form of a foot of normal size. 
Some people say that it is a foot, but 
those are of the superstitious town folk 
who believe the legend which has been 
choice stock in Bucksport for many 
years. 


They that delight in perpetuating 


this story say that Colonel Jonathan 
Buck was a very stern and harsh man 
and the leading spirit of his day and 
generation. His word was law in the 
community. He was tha highest in civil 
authority and his decision as immova- 
ble as the granite hills that loom up in 
the haze of the northern horizon. 


He was most Puritanical, and to him 


witchcraft was the incarnation of blas- 
phemy. Thus, so the story -goes, when 
a certain- woman was accused of witch- 
craft, at the first clamoringsof the pop- 
ulace •Colonel Buck ordered her to be 
imprisoned, and later, after a mere 
form of a hearing, she was sentenced to 
be executed as a witch. She pleaded to 
Buck for her life, but as to a heart of 
stone. 


The day of the execution came>and 


the condemned woman went to the gal- 
lows .cursing her judge with such terri- 
ble imprecations that the people shud- 
dered, but the magistrate stood unmov- 
ed and made a sign to the officers to 
hasten the arrangements. All was ready 
and the hangman waa about to perform 
his grewsome duty when the woman 
turned to Colonel Buck and raising one 
hand to heaven as if to direct her last 
words on earth pronounced this astound- 
ing prophecy: 


"Jonathan Buck, listen to these 


words, the last my tongue shall utter. 
It is the spirit of the only true and liv- 
ing God which bids me speak them to 
you. 
You will soon die. Over your 


grave they will euect a stone, that all 
may know where your bones are crum- 
bling into dust. But listen ' Upon that 
stone tlie Iiapriut of my feet will ap- 
pear, and for all time, long after your 
accursed race has perished from the face 
of the earth, will the people from far 
and near know that you murdered a 
woman. 
Remember well, Jonathan 


Buck, remember well!" 


Then she turned to her executioners 


and another act, one of the forever in- 
effaceable blots, was made a part of 
American colonial history. 


The "witch's curse," as it was call- 


ed, and is to this day, was almost for- 
gotten until many years afterward, when 
the monument was erected to the mem- 
ory of Bucksport's founder. It had been 
in position hardly a month when a faint 
outline was discovered upon it. This 
gradually grew more and more distinct 
until some one made the startling dis- 
covery that it was the outline of a foot 
which some supernatural draftsman 
had traced on the granite. The old leg- 
end was revived and the Buck ceme- 
tery was for years the Mecca of the su- 
perstitious and curious for miles around. 


The "witch's curse" had been ful- 


filled, they said. An attempt was made 
to remove the stain, but all efforts tend- 
ed only to bring the outline out in bold- 
er relief. The stain or whatever it was 
seemed to penetrate to the very center 
of the stone. 


The hinges of the big gate have 


creaked for the last time to admit a 
Buck. The last of the race has been 
laid to rest Beneath the oaks and ma- 
ples, and the setting sun throws the 
shadow of the once mighty Colonel 
Jonathan Buck's monfnment athwart 
the double row of mossy mounds, as if 
still' exerting his authority, and the 
eame rays light thatonysterious tracing 
held up to the view of all that pass and 
repass along the dusty turnpike. 


The imprint of the foot is a fact, and 


is there today as plain as ever. The 
legend of the "witch's curse" may or 
may not be a fact. The fanciful defend 
the legend, but the practical point ,out 
the apparent discrepancy between the 
dates of the era of witchcraft persecu- 
tion and the regime of Colonel Bnck._ 
They say that the stain is simply an 
accidental fault in the granite, and that 
the legend was ;jade to fit the foot and 
not the foot the legend. But the foot is 
there. — Philadelphia Inquirer.

SNOW EATING MANIA. 


A PECULIAR HABIT THAT DEVELOPS 


IN THE KLONDIKE. 


Tbe Appetite, When One* Acquired, 


Ia Extremely Difficult to Control, 
•nd to ImlulKe It Mean* a Short 
Cat to the Grave. 


Every great discovery in the world's 


history has brought with it an accom- 
panying affliction, and it remained for 
the Klondike to develop a peculiar mania 
that threatens to outrival opium eating. 
Among the residents of the far north ii 
is knowri as the "snow habit," and it 
is said to be incurable. A returned 
Klondiker tells the strange story. 


"There are many strange things in 


the Klondike,." said the narrator, "but 
perhaps the strangest and that about 
which nothing has been written so far, 
is the dissipation caused by eating 
snow. In the north, when the ther- 
mometer reaches 30 to 40 degrees below 
zero, a mouthful of snow is like molten 
metal. It brings in inflammation to the 
palate and tongue and it is impossible 
to quench the thirst. The first advice 
an old timer offers a newcomer in the 
region is 'Don't eat snow.' There are 
men in that country, once hearty, ro- 
bust miners, now weak, effeminate crea- 
tures, whose fall can be traced directly 
to the time they began munching snow. 


"The matter has been but little in- 


vestigated, but the scientists who have 
examined the subject say that the wa- 
ters of the" north are rich with mineral 
deposits which are being constantly 
washed down from the mountains. A 
certain per cent of this mineral is taken 
into the air when vapor rises, and the 
snow becomes impregnated with it. 
There have been several falls of red 
snow near Point Barrow, the deposit 
being of a reddish brown color, due en- 
tirely to minerals. Thus it can be seen 
that a person eating large quantities of 
the snow takes into his system a corre- 
sponding amount of minerals." 


While coming down the Copper river 


last spring the narrator came upon a 
party of miners where one was dying 
from the effects of eating snow. He had 
been a hard drinker, but had run short 
of whisky. His thirst became unendur- 
able and as water was scarce in mid- 
winter be had taken to eating snow. 
Soon he claimed it relieved his appetite 
for'the liquor, but his companions no- 
ticed that his appetite for the snow in- 
creased until he was consuming enor- 
mous quantities. Gradually his skin, 
which was a dark bronze, grew light, 
his rugged stature became bent, and 
even his harsh voice changed to the 
effeminate squeak of an old woman. 
His strength gave way, and his com- 
panions tried to break him of the habit. 
He would lie on his pallet and moan 
pitifully for a mouthful of • snow and 
when opportunity offered would steal 
unobserved to the doorway and gulp 
down huge handfuls. At last, seeing 
death was inevitable, his companions 
allowed him the snow, hoping to pro- 
long his life. It proved unavailing, 
however, and one morning the man was 
found dead. 


There are some spots on the Copper 


river where the snow, when melted and 
strained through a cloth, shows percep- 
tible signs of minerals, and often gold 
is found plentifully intermixed, but of 
course not in paying quantities. Where 
this comes from" is a mystery, but it 
may be brought from the far north by 
the heavy winter gales that sweep over 
this part of the country It has been 
said that if the snow could be melted 
away it would leave deposits of millions 
of dollars in gold dust on the ground. 


The narrator had a clr>-<5 call himself 


from falling a victim to the snow habit. 
"It was in the winter of 1896-7," he 
said, "and I was new to the" country. 
An old miner near Dawson had warned 
me against eating snow, but I, with my 
partner, had gone back into the hills on 
a prospecting tour and had got caught 
in a blizzard. We were shy of pro- 
visions and on our way up lost the 
package containing our cooking uten- 
sils. This we remedied by broiling cur 
cooked foods, but we had nothing iu 
which to melt the snow. It is claimed 
that melted snow is- harmless, as the 
metallic depots it contains sinlsto the 
bottom of the receptacle. 


"We decided to try it 'raw,' and we 


did. Whether it was the food or the 
snow I don't know, but during the 
week we waited for a chance to get out 
we had an ever increasing thirst, until, 
when we were finally able to strike the 
trail, we were consuming snow at a 
frightful rate. When we reached our 
companions, we attempted to assuage 
our thirst with water, but it did no 
good. We had acquired a taste for the 
frozen water, and it see^it-cl to have in- 
vigoratiag qualities. At night we could 
not sleep unless we too]: our snow. 


"We were fast approaching the de- 


generate stage when I reached a realiz- 
ing sense of our condition and under- 
took to break off. I began by degrees 
and worked down, but up to the very 
moment I left the country the sight of 
the snow always raised in me an inor- 
dinate craving. It cost me many sleep- 
less nights and weary days to restrain 
myself. Had I given way to the habit 
I would, like many another poor fellow, 
have lost all ambition and filled an un- 
known grave in that frozen wilderness."

There are some games which have 


never had their boom, and quoits is one 
of them. Still, as nothing happens but 
the unexpected, it maybe that the time 
is near^ ripe for quoits to be taken out 
of its undeserved obscurity, to be exalt- 
ed to the status of a national game, to 
have weekly papers named after it and 
to hava columns in the sporting press 
devoted to the doings of its champions. 
Stranger things have happened. Who, 
for instance, would have Bjaid when at 
the end of the sixties a few energetic 
sportsmen went wobbling about on bone 
shaking bicycles which it would have 
been far easier to push than to ride 
that at the end of the century consider- 
ably more than 100,000 oicycles would 
be manufactured annually in Great 
Britain alone and that s. great part 
of the population would adopt this 
means of locomotion ? One cannot im- 
agine that quoits will ever attain such 
popularity as the bicycle, but the un- 
prejudiced person can see no reason 
why it should not become as favorite a 
pastime as golf, which a very few years 
ago was almost unheard of south of the 
(Tweed. 
1 Quoits is a very fine game, especially 
in the winter time. It is splendid exer 
cise and trains the eye and the hand to 
act together in a way that few other 
sports can do, for the very essence of it 
is accuracy of aim at a mark placed be- 
Icw the level of the hand. It has been 
objected that throwing quoits makes 
the player lopsided, but, after all, that 
is easily remedied, for there is nothing 
to prevent the player throwing the 
quoit with his left hand if he so pleases," 
,and such a change would make a varia- 
tion in the game aijd also afford an ex- 
cellent method of handicapping the men 
of unequal skill. Quoits strengthens the 
arms and shoulders, but it is not a pas- 
time which primarily demands strength. 
| A great advantage of the game is that 
it can be played in any small space and 
that the ground need not be particular- 
ly level. Any rough field or waste bit 
of ground is good enough lor a quoits 
pitch, and no rolling or cutting is re- 
quired to satisfy the demands of the 
most exigent. For cricket you neec *. 
carefully prepared wicket, for lawn 
tennis and croquet a piece of turf like 
a billiard table and for golf the best 
part of a country all "to yourself, but for 
quoits you only need a few yards of 
rough ground, and you have as good a 
place for throwing as any one can pos- 
sibly require- 


People certainly might play quoits 


more than they do, but the taking up 
of a game is usually , matter of fancy, 
and perhaps two things stand in tbe 
way of quoits. First, there is an idea 
that it is a "rustic" sport and can only 
be played by the rough country lads, 
and, second; there is the legend that 
the game is derived from the classical 
discus throwing, a suspicion which it 
^ust be confessed is enough to throw a 
slur on any well regulated game. 


No treatise on quoits can begin with- 


out the time honored pedigree of the 
'quoit from the discus. Strutt, who lived 


I at the end of the last century, of course 


I tdealt with it, and equally of course he 


j dragged in the discus even if be did not 
/ invent the descent of quoits from the 


sports of ancient Greece. The thing, of 
course, is absurd. To make a discus, 
the artisan did not, in the words of the 
immortal Irishman, take a hole and put 
seme iron around it. The discus was 


i more like a flattened Dutch cheese and 


l was a solid missile. Moreover, it was 


I not held in the same manner as a quoit, 


but waa bowled underhand, in which 


' 'indeed it alone differs from putting the 
1 ,weight That quoits is now played 
'chiefly in: the country is the fault of 
'those who do not play it and bring it 
into fashion. 


It is no doubt a very ancient English 


game, and its beginnings are lost in the 
mist of ages. Hakluyt mentions it in 
his book of "Voyages," so it was well 
known in Queen Elizabeth's time, when 
it probably was one of the favorite 
sports of Merrie England. In some 
parts of the conutry the rustics used to 
employ horseshoes for want of properly 
made quoits, and there are districts; in 
which the quoit is called a "shoe" even 
to this day. This gives us the clew to 
the most probable origin of the sport

at the hob or mark, and from this grad- 
ually grew up the practice of having 
quoits specially riade for throwing. So 
much for the discus legend. As fbr the 
word "quoit" itself, its etymology is 
more than doubtful, and it gives us no 
clew whatever to the origin of the 
game. 


• Shakespeare, who mentions every- 
thing except tobacco, of course has a 
'reference to the eport, and as Haklnyt 
jtt-as a contemporary of his it may be 
li(kld to show that the spacious times of 
Great Elizabeth were the palmy period 
of quoits. It is true that he does not 
speak of the sport in very reputable 
connection, for tbe only mention of it 
occurs' in the scene in whijh Prince 
Henry, Falstaff, Poins and the rest 
were in the Boar's Head'tavern, in 
Eastehepe. Falstaff, in giving a char- 
acter sketch of tbe young prince, ob- 
jierves that he plays quoits well, but the 
.context very clearly shows that in 
Queen Elizabeth's time at any rate 
jqnoit playing was looked down upon as 
ithe idle man's recreation, much as skit- 
tles is with us. That fat Jack Falstaff, 
disreputable old fellow as he was^ 
meant to imply no good of the prince 
by his reference to quoits is very evi- 
dent. This is tVe only reference to 
iquoits in Shakespeare, and it is a libel, 
jthough the sting is taken out of it by 
'the fact that it is put into the mouth 
of Falstaff.—Physical Cnltura

ISOTHERMS.

Are Rarely Learned at School.

"Isotherms are lines eatmecting 


places having the same mean tempera* 
ture for particular periods, as the whole, 
of the year, the winter c? summer 
months, etc.

"If upon a map all placee having, 


the. same mean temperature are con-i 
nected by lines, such lines are called' 
isothermal lines or simple isotherms." ' 


These definitions are part of the 


truth, but not the whole of it.' It may 
not be a great calamity, but the fact ia 
that most boys and girls leave school 
with a misconception as to what an 
isotherm is, and they'rarely find out in 
later years. 


They all know that two elements, 


latitude and altitude, are the mainfac-j 
tors in determining the mean temper*' 
ature of a place; that the farther a 
nlace ia from the equator and the higher 
it stands above sea level the cooler ita 
climate is. But they do not know that 
isothermic maps take into account only 
one of these elements, and that is latu 
trade. They eliminate the influence of 
altitude. The isotherm passing over the 
top of Pike's peak does not show the 
mean temperature at the summit of the 
mountain, but what the mean temper-, 
ature would be in that immediate neigh* 
borhood if the land, instead of rising 
high above the sea, stood at the level of I 
Coney Island. 


Do you see the reason for thist It 


may be easily explained. Most of the 
land does not rise so high above the sea 
that the temperature is greatly affected 
by altitude. To the majority of man- 
k.' d latitude is a far more: important 
climatic element than altitude. Now, 
the effects on temperature of both lati- 
tude and altitude cannot well be shown 
on one man, and isothermic maps were 
devised to show the effects of latitude 
and some other element, such, as posi- 
tion near the sea or in the far interior. 


An isothermic line, therefore, does not 


show the actual mean temperature of a 
place on it unless that place is at sea 
level. But it is easy to deduce from the 
isotherm the actual mean temperature 
of a place, if we know its elevation 
above the sea. How this is done is very 
clearly explained by Dr. H. B. Mill, 
the British geographer, as follows-: 


"The air grows cooler by 1 degree P. 


for every 270 feet of elevation abov« 
sea level, but isothermic lines show the 
eea level temperature. In using isother- 
mic maps we must therefore remember 
that places 600 feet above the sea level 
have a temperature 2 degrees lower 
than the isotherms indicate; places 
6,000 feet above the sea, 22 degrees 
lower; those 13,000 feet above the sea, 
45 degrees lower, and the mountain 
slopes 18,000 feet above the sea no less 
than 66 degrees lower than the sea level 
temperature shown by the isotherms. 
This accounts for the fact that none of 
the important towns in the temperate 
zones is situated more than 2,000 feet 
above the sea, while in the tropics they 
are built at as great elevations aa 8,000 
or 10,000 feet." 


Weather charts are an exception to 


this rule. 
They record the actual 


thermometricaT readings at the points 
of observation.—New York Sun.

Firsl Case of the Kind in the City. A 


Lawyer Meets Uncfa Sam. 


The arrest of a local man for false 


enlistment at the local recruiting sta- 
tion as reported in yesterday's Tran- 
script, excited much interest through 
the city, as this is the first case of 
the kind in this city where an arrest 
has been made. The prisoner, Walter 
L. Dickinson, will have to stand a 
court-martial, and the penalty for his 
on.ense if the charges are proved, will 
be from a few months to three years 
in a military prison. There have been 
four men sentenced for tig same of- 
fense from the Springfield office. 


Young Dickinson will remain under 


arrest in the hands of the officers here 
until advices on the case are received 
from Washington, and then 
in all 


probability he will be taken to some 
regular army post for court martial. 
He was when arrested a member of 
the Sixth cavalry, stationed at Fort 
Riley, and was to have left for his post 
at once. 


There was some excitement in the 


case at the time of his arrest. 
His 


father went to a local lawyer, and the 
latter, going to the recruiting office, 
attempted to take the prisoner from 
the officers. He was not familiar with 
military law and soon found himself 
met with something so different from 
the civil court laws that he retired in 
disgust. 


PAY FOR CITY LABORERS. 


Hearing on the Bill For Uuiformity of 


Wages. 


Mr. Culllnane of Lawrence was be- 


fore the legislative committee on labor 
yesterday in favor of a uniform rate of 
wages for laborers on public works in 
which there is much local interest. 
Mayor xChase of Haverhill strongly 
favored the bill. He believed it should 
be understood that a contractor, when 
he bids, should agree to pay the pre- 
vailing rate of wages in that locality 
for labor. There are 4,000,000 unem- 
ployed in this country, begging their 
bread1 from door to door, he said. If 
they have not lost all sense of man- 
hood they would be glad to work, ever, 
in a ditch, and it ought to be easy to 
secure labor.

To be Proposed For Eligibility of Dmr, 


Boys to Athletics.

The prospect of a county inter- 


scholastic league has quickened the in-

Under the old sys- 
tem, a pupil who failed in anv test dur- 
ng the year was debarred from ath- 
letics until this was made up, but an 
opportunity was given within a short 
time of the test. Under the proposed 
rule, a pupil will be debarred only on 
account of a failure to pass either the 
annual or the semi-annifal examina- 
tions. But if he fails in one of these, 
he will be debarred for at least half o 
year. There may be modifications of 
this change, but it will be proposed 
practically as outlined.
